Plans for a golf course at the Nike

projects, with flood control capabil- 
ities, are expected to carry a total 
price tag of about $1.5 million, al- 
though details of the financing have 
not been worked out. 


The golf course, Lochland Links, 


will be designed with a chain of lakes 
that will double as water hazards for 
golfers and protection against flooding 
of the Surrey Ridge West subdivision, 
said David Gill, golf course architect. 


The course design was a com- 


promise between Gill and the village's 
flood control engineers, Stanley Con- 
sultants. 


FAIRWAYS OF the course will be 


flooded by overflows from the lakes 
during heavy rains. The tees and put- 
ting greens will be elevated so that 
they will remain dry. 


Stanley Consultants, using the plans 


Gill presented to the committee last 
week, will prepare detailed construc- 
tion drawings and prepare cost esti- 
mates for grading the 52-acre site. If 
the plans are approved and financing 
details agreed upon, construction 


could begin next spring. 


The golf course will be on Nike 


Base land donated to the Arlington 
Heights Park District. The district 
has estimated the cost of the course 
at about $1 million. 


Surrey Ridge West, adjacent to the 


Nike Base, was severely flooded dur- 
ing a "100-year rain" in 1972. Home- 
owners were paid $310,000 in damage 
compensation by the U.S. Small Busi- 
ness Administration after the 1972 
flood. 


PLANS FOR A $409,000 redesigning 


of the Hasbrook Park pond, approved 
by the flood committee, also will be 
presented to the village board. 


The new cost estimate is double the

Federal revenue sharing funds 
will be used by the village for the 
work. 


The biggest cost increase in the

Suburban schools at turning point

Schools in the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years the schools of suburbia 


have been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in the Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days are over. 
Many Northwest suburban schools 


are now in the midst of a dramatic 
decline in enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much in the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Those 
communities that were settled first — 
Des Plaines, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are 
now ex- 


periencing the largest drop In enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rate. 


THE DECLINE in enrollment spells 


trouble for school districts. It means a 
decrease in state aid, which is largely 
based on attendance. It means a peri- 


od of belt tightening ,in school budg- 
ets. It means fewer teaching jobs. It 
m e a n s that some neighborhood 
schools will be closed. 


Gregory School was closed to Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 students this fall. A 
five-year projection written by the 
Dist. 57 board and admistration last 
year shows a financial deficit of 
$479,000 by the 1977-78 school year 
brought on by plummeting enrollment 
figures. 


Last year's projection showed that 


enrollment in Dist. 57 would drop to 
2,135 students by the 1979-80 school 
year. This year enrollment dropped 6 
per cent to an enrollment of 2,893. The 
kindergarten enrollment this year, 284 
students, is a fraction of the size of 
the eighth grade class of 441 students.

continuing increase in students. In ad- 
dition, voters frequently ask why the 
college needs a second campus when 
elementary and high schools which 
may close because of declining enroll- 
ments in those schools could provide 
space for college programs. 


College officials say they think their 


enrollment projections are correct, 
even though the number of students in 
high school and elementary school are ' 
going down, because most Harper stu- 
dents arc adults. The average student 
ago at Harper is 27 and only 25 per 
cent of the student body Is expected to 
como to the college directly from high 
school, they say. 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS take several 


different tacks in answering the ques- 
tion about why they can't use aban- 
doned elementary and high schools. 
"The message we are trying to get 
across is that high school facilities 
arc not available. High School Dlst. 
214 has said they will not be giving up 
any building for at least five years," 
said a college spokesman. 


In addition, he said, elementary and 


junior high schools which may close 
in the next few years probably will 
not be near the proposed second 
campus, the area where college fig- 
ures indicate the greatest demand for 
the second campus. 


College officials also cite the ex- 


pense of converting space in ele- 


mentary schools to college use, par- 
11 c u 1 a r 1 y for college vocational 
courses as a roadblock to that solution 
to increased enrollments. "It is ex- 
pensive to convert buildings when you 
get into lab space," College Vice 
President Guerin Fischer said to a 
group recently. "Also when you rent 
space, It Is difficult to plan on a long- 
term basis."

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Coastal states gear for 'Scotland" influenza attack 


LOS ANGELES (UPD - A new in- 


fluenza virus — I lie A-Scotland strain 
— Is expected to reach the United 
States this winter, infecting from 10 to 
20 per cent of the population. 


Coastal states with major ports and 


airports of entry arc always the first 
to be affected by flu strains from 
abroad and California Is among the 
first to lake precautions. The state's 
Department of Health feels it Is as 
well prepared for A-Scothmd as it was 
the Port Chalmers strain which hit 
America last year.

California had a total of 700,000 


doses of vaccine on hand to combat 
the Port Chalmers virus, named for 
the location in New Zealand where it 
was first isolated, but only -100,000 
doses were used. Dr. James Chirm, 
chief of the Communicable Disease 
section of the health department, said 
a vaccine has been developed for 
A-Scotland and will be available. 


"When a new virus develops we try 


to develop a vaccine for It and get It 
to the population before it circulates," 
Chhm said. "But sometimes wo can't 


beat the virus to the people." 


A-Scotland is not expected to be 


pandemic in the United States — that 
Is, affecting nearly half the population 
— but it is serious, particularly to the 
elderly, according to state and federal 
health authorities. 


They point out the disease can be 


fatal to older persons and to those 
with chronic medical problems, cspe- 
c l a l l y respiratory aliments. The 
A-Scotland strain, like the Port Chal- 
mers strain of last year, will be no 
more dangerous to young children 


than to normally healthy adults. 


Dr. Jerome Lackner, state health 


director, said the threat to life and 
health from influenza "is much worse 
than the sting of a needle. 


"The flu bug can kill. No flu shot 


has," he said. 


Because the strain is new, just 


about everyone who has not been 
vaccinated is susceptible. The doctors 
said an adult in normal health can ex- 
pect to be 111 for the better part of a 
week with the disease. Sometimes the 
flu will develop into pneumonia or 


other respiratory complications before 
the victim seeks medical help. 


"By then it's too late cither to diag- 


nose or to worry about the original 
tllncs," Lackner said. 


Flu affects more Americans during 


an average winter than is generally 
known. For instance, more than a 
million Californians usually complain 
of flu, and in a bad year half the pop- 
ulation, or about 10 million persons, 
may suffer some symptoms. How 
much illness is due to genuine in- 
fluenza is not known, because doctors 


. , .. • , ., 
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are not required to report influenza as 
they do other communicable diseases. 


The California Health Department 


is going to provide flu shots free at 
health offices to older persons and 
those with chronic ailments such as 
heart disease, respiratory problems 
and diabetes. 


The state has purchased vaccine 


containing all of the flu types which 
may cause disease this season, Dr. 
Lackner said, and it can be expected 
to be 70 to BO per cent effective 
against the viruses. 
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Zarb acts to head oft potential shortage 
Import tariff on refined oil eliminated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Acting to 


head off a potential heating oil short- 
age this winter, Federal Energy Ad- 
ministrator Frank Zarb Sunday an- 
nounced immediate elimination of a 
bitterly opposed Import tariff on re- 
fined petroleum products. 


Cutting off the CO-ccnl per barrel fee 


will mean a rapid saving for con- 
sumers in New England, Florida and 
parts of California who depend heavi- 
ly on Imported fuel oil, he said. 


Zarb sold President Ford will de- 


cide by the end of this month whether 
to also stop charging a $2 per barrel 
fee on the 5.0 million barrels of crude 
oil the United States Imports each 
day. 


In the meantime, ho said, the FEA 


will collect from the nation's oil com- 


panies some $300 million in import 
fees on to their customers, Zarb said, 
administration deferred last month 
while waiting to sec what would hap- 
pen to the domestic oil price control 
law. 


The companies already have passed 


the impact of tho July and August 
fees on to their customers, Zarb said, 
and failure to collect from tho com- 
panies now would mean either an un- 
desirable Industry windfall or the ne- 
cessity for a complex rebate program. 


Zarb also said the administration is 


considering

Teachers in 
Boston vote 
to strike 


BOSTON (UPI) — Boston teachers 


Sunday voted to strike, Ignoring a 
state court injunction and jeopard- 
izing continued Implementation of 
court ordered dcscgratlon. 


The Boston Teachers Union, which 


curlier this month rescinded a no-con- 
tract, no-work policy to allow feder- 
ally ordered school Integration to be- 
gin, voted overwhelmingly to strike.

would be affected. 


Boston school authorities and tho

New teachers' union asks meeting 


Special education teachers at Kirk 


Center and Gregory School for handi- 
capped chidrcn have requested a 
meeting with the Northwest Suburban 
Special Education Organization gov- 
erning board to clear up the question 
of recognition of the teachers' new 
union. 


Thomas Schwartz, president of the 


teachers' union, said union members 
voted unanimously to send a resolu- 
tion to members of the governing 
board requesting a meeting "to hear 
the concerns of the teachers and ex- 
plain why the governing board has de- 
cided to refuse us the same rights and 
privileges enjoyed by other teachers 
In our member districts." 


Teachers In the 10-district coopera- 


tive organized lost spring and affil- 
iated with the Illinois Education Assn. 
The union asked the governing board 
last spring for recognition as the sole 
bargaining agent for teachers. 


On Sept. 13 the NSSEO board ap- 


proved salary increases for teachers 
without recognizing or negotiating 
with the union. NSSEO Director Ed- 
ward McDonald said the salary In- 
creases were needed and adopting the 
increase "does not impinge on our of- 
fer to meet with any organization that 
intends to represent teachers. We will 
consider them for the 1976-77 sched- 
ule." 


THE TEACHERS' resolution states 


"we are totally dissatisfied with the 
actions token by the board Sept. 13. 
We believe the rejection of our 
request for an election and recogni- 
tion as well as the unilateral adoption 
of this year's salary schedule was an 
act of bad faith on the part of the 
board and a total disregard of com- 
mitments that were made by the 
board's representatives earlier in the 
year." 


Schwartz said the union also is 


sending a resolution to McDonald ask- 
ing him to put in writing whether he 
supports the right of teachers to col- 
lectively bargain salaries, fringe 
b e n e f i t s and working conditions, 
whether he will recommend that the 
board approve teachers holding an 
election to choose their bargaining 
agent, and whether he will recom- 


' mend that the board hold a special 


meeting to hear the concerns of teach- 
ers. 


Schwartz said the union Is inter- 


ested in knowing where McDonald 
stands since he has influence on 
the board. 


Schwartz said recognition and sala- 


ry are the two issues to be settled. 
The board raised the base salary for 
special education teachers in the co- 


operative 11 per cent from $8,400 last 
year to $9,350 this year. 


Schwartz said the 11 per cent figure 


Is deceptive and that "seven or eight 
of us are frozen salary-wise this year 
and others are only receiving about 
$100 (a year)." This is the first year 
teachers have a regular salary sched- 
ule. Teachers were paid on a merit 
basis, receiving increases according 
to the recommendation of supervisors.

Enrollment In Dlst. 26 dropped by 


7.8 per cent this year to a total of 
2,507 students and Is expected to drop 
to 2,123 students by 1979-00. 


CLOSING A SCHOOL Is a possi- 


bility for the future, said Ralph Beau- 
doln, director of business affairs, "but 
we're nowhere near that. We're not 
crowded but wo don't have empty 
classrooms. We have rather small 
classes, which has been a district 
goal." 


The enrollment In Arlington Heights 


Dlst. 25 peaked in 1069 with more than 
10.000 students. Enrollment this year 
declined 5 per cent to a total of 8,024 
students. The district has hired out- 
side consultants to study the demogra- 
phics of the community, and the lm\ 
pact of declining enrollment on fi- 
nances and use of school buildings. 


In Dlst. 62 the enrollment declined 


4.9 per cent this year. "There aren't 
any surprises. On the basis of our pre- 
school census It Indicates it will con- 
tinue to decline," said Asst. Supt. 
Robert Relnko. The district will con- 
duct another census of the preschool 
population to develop a five-year en- 
rollment projection. 


There are 262 fewer children In 


Dlst. 63 this year, a decline of 4.5 per 
cent. "There Is no rhyme or reason" 
for the decline, said Donald Stctlna, 
assistant superintendent, for person- 
nel. There Is such a high turnover in 
families moving In and out of the 
community that enrollment Is very 
difficult to predict. "Most people like 
to look for patterns but I'm afraid of 
running that kind of projection." 


Dlst. 59 predicts a 33 per cent de- 


cline In enrollment by the 1979-80 
school year. It declined 2.6 per cent 
this year. 


Enrollments remain fairly stable In 


Wheeling-Buffalo 
Grove Dlst. 21, 


Prospect Heights Dlst. 23 and Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15. 


DIST. 21 DROPPED in enrollment 


by half a per cent this year and suf- 
fers a $1,000 drop In state aid for each 
student It loses. Some parts of the dis- 
trict still havo potential for growth In 
population. 


Dlst. IS had a .4 per cent drop In 


enrollment this year. Most of the de- 
cllno is in the older sections of Pala- 
tine and Rolling Meadows but the dis- 
trict will gain more students from 
new or planned housing developments 
In the western and northeastern part 
of the district. 


Dlst. 23 had a surprising 3 per cent 


Increase In enrollment this year from 
somo of tho newer housing devel- 
opments In tho district. Enrollment is 


expected to remain stable there for 
somo time. 


Since a drop In enrollment Is first 


seen in the lower grade levels, the de- 
cline isn't felt immediately In the high 
schools. 


Maine Township High School Dlst. 


207 had an Increase of just 14 students 
this year, about .1 per cent. Enroll- 
ment should begin to decline next 
year. 


High School Dlst. 214 Is the largest 


high school district in the state, with 
an enrollment of 19,823 students In 
eight high schools. Enrollment in- 
creased this year by 1.2 per cent. It's 
expected to "plateau" for two more 
years and then drop to 15,325 students 
by the 1982-83 school year, said Wil- 
liam Reid, coordinator of research. 


"WE'RE ON THE OTHER side of 


the hill," said Reid, and the district is 
studying the impact that a declining 
enrollment will have on tho school 
budget and use of classroom space. 


The decline In enrollment is attrib- 


uted to many factors. In the older sec- 
tions of tho Northwest suburbs, hous- 
ing is expensive and out of the price 
range of many younger families with 
children. In the newer sections, young 
families are putting off buying homes, 
and housing developers are delaying 
construction of subdivisions because 
of Inflated construction prices. 


But no one can deny that the decline 


in the birth rate throughout the coun- 
try Is a big factor in the drop in the 
school population. After World War II 
Illinois public school enrollment rose 
for 27 consecutive years reaching a 
peak in 1971 with 2.37 million stu- 
dents. By 1985, enrollment Is proj- 
ected to decline to 1.88 million stu- 
dents. 


Those figures arc contained In a 


s t a t e m e n t to tho Illinois House 
education subcommittee on school fi- 
nance. 


There arc four Northwest suburban 


school districts for whom the situation 
is not so bleak. Enrollments are still 
rising In Buffalo Grove-Long Grove 
Dlst. 96, High School Dist. 125, 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 and 
High School Dlst. 211. 


Dist. 96 Is tho only local school dis- 


trict that has a school standing empty 
waiting for tho students to arrive. En- 
rollment Increased 19 students, 1.6 per 
cent, this year and barring any major 
upsurge in the housing market it will 
continue to grow by 30 to 50 students 
per year. As more families move into 
the area and school enrollment rises, 
Klldccr School in Long Grove will 
open. 


HIST. 90 STUDENTS will attend 


Dist. 125's Stevenson High School. Ste- 
venson rose 8.6 per cent in enrollment 
tills year and is projected to increase 
8 to 10 per cent por year. Thirty-three 


Another baby boom predicted 


Those of us who fear the human 


race la slowly becoming 
extinct 


should take haart. Researchers pre- 
dict another baby boom already has 
begun. 


Two California 
demographers, 


working with statistics from Califor- 
nia, New York, Hawaii, Washington 
and Oregon, predict the fertility rate 
of UM nation, which has been declin- 
ing for several years, Is now on the 
rise. 


The fertility rat* Is the number of 


live btrtbi per 1,000 women between 
the child bearing age* of IS and 44. 
The rate reached a peak In 1857 end a 
record low In 1973 with «9.S births. 


June Sklar of the University of Call- 


fornla and Beth Bcrkov of the Califor- 
nia State Dopt ot Health revealed 
their statistics in a current issue of 
Sdence magazine. They conclude that 
the general decline In the fertility rate 
results from tho high number of mar- 
ried, childless women In tho nation to- 
day. 


They give several reasons for tho 


decline: a preference for smaller fam- 
ilies, fewer young marriages, and the 
decision of many women to put off 
pregnancies unOl later in life. 


The researchers alto refer to sur- 


veys snowing that American women 
do not intend to remain childless; 
most women under age 30 expect to 
nave families of at least two children.

new housing projects are planned in 
the area. 


Schaumburg Township has experi- 


enced an amazing rate of growth. In 
1956 Dist. 54 had an enrollment of 327 
students. Today it has 17,052 students 
and is expected to gain 600 to 700 stu- 
dents per year for several more 
years. This year it added 719 students 
to its 27 schools. 


But even in Dlst. 54 declining enroll- 


ment is being felt. The Increases have 
been smaller than projected mainly 
because "the housing units aren't sell- 
ing quite as rapidly as they were five 
years ago," said Associate Supt. Mil- 
ton Dorr. The district had projected It 
would have 40,000 students in 40 
schools by 1990 but some adminis- 
trators now believe the figure will bo 
lower. 


Dlst. 54's high school district, Dlst. 


211, shows a 5.3 per cent growth In 
enrollment this year, somewhat lower 
than tho 9 per cent growth it has had 
for the past four or five years. 


Enrollment is projected to grow fen- 


several more years as the district 
continues to gain more freshmen than 
it graduates as seniors. A new high 
school will open in 1977 in Palatine 
and an addition to Schaumburg High 
School will soon be constructed. 


Dlst. 211 already owns land for 


three more high schools, one in Pala- 
tine Township and two in Schaumburg 
Township. But seeing its neighbors to 
the east, Dlst. 211 plans to take a long 
look at the future before it makes 
plans to build those schools.

If your interest runs to atomi, the 


Periodic Table of Chemical Elements 
will fascinate you. Though It looks 
like n coded top-secret document, It Is 
ns simple as ABC. Cash square gives 
hnsic d.il.i on ono of the known ele- 
ments. For example, squares H, 0 
.nul U belong to hydrogen, oxygen and 
ur.inlnm. Each has Its atomic num- 
ber, plus a mass number which tells 
the total \\clght of its basic atom. 


This remarkable chart was started 


ulicn researchers assumed that all 
atomic particles carried cither a posl-

live or negative electrical charge. The 
atomic number gives the positive pro- 
Ions In the atomic nucleus. Hydrogen, 
the .smallest atom, has one. Oxygen 
has eight, and uranium has 92: In a 
normal atom, the number of positive 
protons Is matched by Its number of 
negative electrons. 


The mass number is the total 


weight of all known and unknown par- 
ticles Inside an atom. The heavy pro- 
ton Is ono mass unit, and the tiny 
electron is negligible. The hydrogen 
atom, with one proton and one elec- 
tron, has n mass number of one plus a 
tiny fraction. But a quantity of hydro- 
gen gas weighs slightly more than it 
should — If each nucleus has only one 
proton. 


Solving tills problem led to the dis- 


covery of both neutrons and isotopes. 
The neutral neutron has neither a 
positive nor negative charge. All 
atoms, except regular hydrogen, have 
neutrons In their nuclei. Isotopes arc 
overweight atoms with extra neut- 
rons. Among about 6,000 atoms of 
hydrogen gas there Is an isotope of 
hydrogen two. It lias a proton, an 


electron and a ncuti on. 


The Isotope hydrogen two is heavy 
hydrogen, alias deuterium. Tritium, 


hydrogen three, is a hydrogen isotope 
with two unexpected protons. We now 
know that all elements have isotopes. 
Their reactions differ from regular 
atoms, and many arc useful in biolo- 
gical research. Some Isotopes arc ra- 
dioactive. For example, uranium 235 
is n radioactive isotope used as a fuel 
to produce nuclear energy.

Are we indifferent 
to it? 


'Acceptable' violence 


by TOM TIEDE 


WASHINGTON — When mem- 


bers of the House Agriculture 
Committee were Informed that 
someone had just tried to assassi- 
nate Gerald Ford, one member 
rose thus to the occasion: "Well, 
Mr. Chairman," he said, for the 
first time since McKlnley It seems 
we have a Republican president 
worth killing, and that's a good 
sign." 


Remarkably, the level of con- 


cern did not rise above that com- 
m e n t anywhere in America. 
Newspapers trotted out the per- 
functory headlines relating to the 
homicidal society, pollticos con- 
tributed self-serving observations 
on the nature of public life, the 
anti-gun lobby seized the opportu- 
nity to further its argument that 
gun regulation would have some- 
how stopped Squeaky Fromme. 
Missing from the obligatory dis- 
cussion In almost every instance, 
was any sense of outrage tnat 
such events continue so repeti- 
tlously to humiliate the society 
and its sense of propriety. 


That the nation is becoming de- 


sensitized to violence can no long- 
er be denied. Americans who once 
subscribed to John Donne's truth 
that each man's welfare is of con- 
cern to the whole, have, probably 
since World War II, been turning 
their emotions and concerns in- 
ward. Life has become cheap, vio- 
lence accepted; many have ad- 
justed to brutality in so far as It 
docs not violate their own selves. 


W h a t e v e r became of in- 


dignation? As Vance Packard 
reminds, in "A Nation of Strang- 
ers," it was left behind in the old 
neighborhood. Accelerating events 
have buffeted people with com- 
plexities far beyond any ability to 
sort them out for absorption. Vio- 
lence is what has been Inherited 
and not only do many adjust to it, 
many demand it. Sixty per cent of 
network television program is ac- 


tion-adventure, movies feature 
hand drill murders and other In- 
novations. Popular books glorify 
and rationalize the bloody codes 
of organized mobsters. We are 
fascinated with violence. Perhaps 
even, we need it. 


And we've got it. Studies in- 


dicate that American children wit- 
ness 13,000 televised killings by 
the time they are 15. History 
records that one in four presidents 
has been the target of assassina- 
tion. While some citizens retch at 
the suggestion their government 
may have tried to murder some 
foreign leaders, others see the 
need for such, explaining that the 
world would have been better for 
a CIA bloodletting of Hitler, Stalin 
or even Idi Amin. 


We do agree for the most part, 


as psychologlstrcrimlnologist Karl 
Menninger says, that some kinds 
of violence are unwanted. The 
common criminal variety has thus 
been chosen scapegoat. Statistics 
are shocking: 56 murders a day, 
8,000 known assaults a week,

maybe 100,000 to 200,000 rapes a 
year. 


And what is the response to It 


all? Feeling the answer to vio- 
lence Is more violence, George 
Wallace signs a new death penalty 
bill in Alabama and says, "I hope 
we have some executions here 
soon." Meanwhile, the rest of us 
put the third lock on our doors, 
check the shells for our 50 to 200 
million private weapons, and seal 
ourselves thus against reality. 


Yet even while it shores up 


physically against some violence, 
the nation no longer seems to care 
attitudinally. With exceptions, it 
has lost the visceral sense that 
the workable apparatus of com- 
munity has been wrongly rear- 
ranged, and that accepting it may 
'be fatal. Thus apathy may be kill- 
Ing Americans as surely as is vio- 
lence; on Human Kindness Day in 
Washington this year there were 
at least 500 robberies and assaults 
in 
the 
commemorating crowd, 


many of them because the peace 
ful many were not sufficiently out- 
raged by the savage few. . 


For some, understandably, in- 


dignation is a trite word, outdated 
by events, meaningless for mil- 
lions who have gotten nowhere 
being outraged by political cor- 
ruption, moral erosion, or to be 
sure criminal proliferation. For 
others, after a lifetime of head- 
lines, the capacity to feel offended 
has passed. In any event, after 
200 years, It is clear that resigna- 
tion and indifference are the new 
national spirit, and weary coexis- 
tence with hate is the con- 
ventional wisdom. Someone tries 
to kill the President? So what else 
is new. 


Somewhere In all this indiffer- 


ence, this desensitized flesh, the 
idea of hope may also become a 
casualty of the homicidal momen- 
tum.

This collapsed lung needs a patch 


Hccrnlly I wan linjplUillzcil for 


eight days duo to n collapsed lung. A 
tube VIM Inserted Into my chest to 
pump It back up, but for some reason 
It didn't work. So another one was In* 
«ertcd In the same place which didn't 
work cither. 


I wan transferred lo n cnnllnthnrac- 


Ic surgeon who Inserted a tube from 
underneath my nrm on the far side of 
my breast, and my lung was up by 
the next day. All they have told mo U 
that lungs sometimes collapse for no 
reason, and that they don't know why 
the first two tubes didn't work. 


Please give mo some Information 


nlmtit this. I still have pain In both 
lungs sometimes. I smoked for lev- 
ernt years hut milt a year ago. I can 
now tell anyone that If I can quit 
smoking anyone can. I will never 
smoke again. I hato even smelling 
cigarettes. 


Yes, lungs sometimes collapse, 


ntxnit llko a tiro goes flat, and essen- 
tially for tho samo reason, because ot 
n hole In tho lung. 


Your lungs nro really a collection of 


small balloons all connected together 
filled with air. Usually a person with 
your problem has a small bllstcr-liko 
area at tho upper tip of tho lung. This 
blister breaks causing n hole in tho 
lung and air leaks out of tho lung Into 
tho space between tho lungs and tho 
chest wall. 


Those llttlo blisters nro called blebs, 


ami you may havo been born with ono 
or more. When ono breaks tho hole 
that results heals whllo tho lung Is 
collapsed. Tho lung Is patched by na- 
ture. Then tho air In tho space be- 
tween the lung and your chest wall is 


absorbed and the lung expands again. 
This would occur In time in most 
cases without Inserting a tube to drain 
off the excess air outside tho lung, but 
It takes a long time that way. 


Why did the first two tubes through 


your chest wall not work? It is a good 
bet that tho lung was not com- 
pletely collapsed and part of the lung 
wrapped around the open end of tho 
tube. When tho tube was Inserted 
higher where tho lung was collapsed 
away from tho chest wall, tho open 
end of tho tube was too far away from 
tho lung for this to happen and it 
worked. 


T1IE TUBE WORKS by allowing tho 


air to bo pushed out of tho space be- 
tween tho lungs and chest wall as the 
lung expands. This speeds up the pro- 
cess enormously. 


You may never havo any more of 


these episodes but if you havo a clus- 
ter of blebs (blisters) at the tip of 
your lungs, you could havo ono of 
them break again. When a person has 
several episodes and such a problem 
It is sometimes a good idea to remove 
tho small area of the lung where the 
blebs arc. 


This episode docs not mean you 


havo serious lung disease or that It 
will shorten or otherwise affect your 
life. I agree you should not smoke and 
am against smoking for health rea- 
sons, but I'll have to tell you that your 
problem is probably unrelated to ciga- 
rettes.

Dorothy Robins was a lady with a problem. But, by solving her 


own dilemma, sho Is helping hundreds of other full-figured women 
find answers to their clothing woes. 


Fashion at Large, opened Just seven weeks ago In Hoffman 


Plaza, devotes Its entire stock of separates, dresses, gowns and 
coats to the largo sized woman — waist slzo 30 to 48 and tops 38 to 
52. 


Dorothy, the owner of the store, describes It as "very exciting" 


because sho knows first hand the problems of other large women. 
"I felt this would bo the perfect shop idea for mo because I can 
really relate to these women," she said. 


Such brands as Ample Togs, Added Dimension and Stout fill the 


racks of Fashion at Large. "Wo scouted the area for similar shops 
and found only one," said Dorothy. "I knew from experience that If 
I didn't get to that particular store the day a new shipment arrived 
I wouldn't bo likely to find anything. It gets picked over so fast." 


SIZING IS A problem for largo women. "Onco we leave the 8 to 


18 slzo range, wo get Into a very confusing area because standard 
sizing has never been set," Dorothy explained. 


"If a woman Is short, under 5 .feet 5 inches, and heavy, she 


usually wears n half-size dress. But what size blouso or skirt would 
sho wear? What size pants?" 


There is also a wide variance in fuller figures, Dorothy said.

both young and old, Is an art In itself. She sees them drive up and 
peer into the shop looking over the clerks to see If they, too, have a 
weight problem.

turers from Boston to California. Prices are moderate. "At the 
present time we are' Investigating the possibility of expanding our 
line to include jewelry and rainwear, said Dorothy. "We will ex- 
pand as the community lets us know their wants and wishes."

Dress to look 
a bit slimmer

The sensible way to look thin is to 


lose the excess baggage. But that 
takes time, willpower and a physical 
fitness program. 


Some persons on the heavier side, 


and resigned to it, would prefer an 
easier route — dressing to give the 
illusion of thinness. The French have 
a phrase for such illusion — trorope 
1'ocll. 


In dressing to look slimmer, there 


are two basic rules, says one author- 
ity. One is to gain as much height as 
possible, and the other is to "remove" 
the heavier parts of you by judicious 
selection of fabrics and silhouettes. 
"You will shed pounds In minutes" Is 
the promise. 


Wear clothes that hug the largest 


part of the body but not tightly, such 
as A-llne skirts and dresses, blouses 
that do not have excess material on 
the sides and slightly flared skirts. 


TRY FOR A smooth line from shoul- 


der to hem — a simple and unclut- 
tered look. Select softly woven fabrics 
such as silks and jerseys. Medium to 
dark-toned hosiery is slimming. So 
are V-neckllnes, If you want to length- 
en appearance of face and neck. 


Hair styles that give a little height 


add to a total look of thinner, says 
Oleda Baker, beauty editor of a new 
monthly magazine aimed primarily 
for mannequins, Model's Circle. 


But the tips are good for anyone 


who, as the publication says, wants 
"to be beautiful." 


More do's: Wear hemlines that fall 


just below the knee or almost to the 
floor (evening). If wearing pants, they 
should cover most of the shoe. Wear 
vertically designed when not able to 
use a vertical pattern. You're better 
off with subdued to medium colors. 


CORRECT FIT is the slogan for 
Fashion at Large. Mrs. Dorothy 


LONG NARROW lapels on blouses, 


jackets and coats make you appear 
smaller. 


Some fashions to avoid: Flat shoes 


and flat hair styles, but don't go over- 
board on hair height or you will ap- 
pear "head heavy." 


Avoid horizontal stripes, large pat- 


terns, plaids, gathers, pleats and 
largo patch pockets, all of which add 
width to hips and bust. 


Avoid white or light solid-color 


clothing. This gives the illusion of 
more size. Avoid accessories such as 
belts and sashes; they tend to cut 
your height and make you appear 
heavier. Avoid hems above the knee 
— the longer and more continued the 
flow of a skirt, the more height you 
gain. 


STEER AWAY from rough-textured 


fabrics such as tweeds, bulky wools, 
shiny fabrics. Turtlenecks are for the 
skinny only; then cut length of neck 
and make the body seem bulkier. 


Topcoats which are double-breasted 


or with wide lapels add width and de- 
crease height. Avoid slim, tight, or 
straight skirts. 


After Ms. Baker told the plumpish 


(a model plumpish?) how to look 
slimmer, she turned around In anoth- 
er issue to tell thinnies "how to gain 
10 pounds in 10 minutes." 


She's right on target when she says, 


"The too-thin figure is almost a fun 
problem to solve. You can wear cloth- 
ing that many women would love to 
be able to wear — bright colors, 
plaids, soft knits ... the layered look 
. . . pants with no pockets . . . wide 
belts and sashes . . . bulky sweaters 
below the waistline ..." 


The "how to gain" goes on, but 


around where I live and work, the 
"how to lose" gets the readership.

So far during the campaign, the col- 


lege has collected endorsements from 
I ho 
village boards of Arlington 


Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 
Officials in those communities have 
expressed the belief that the college's 
plans for n second campus In that 
arco would benefit residents of their 
communities. 


In addition to $2,106,000 lo purchase 


117 acres at Palatine and Schocnbcck 
roads for the second campus, the ref- 
erendum campaign contains $7,050,000 


for completion of building on the col- 
lege's Palatine campus and $2,885,500 
for building on the second campus. 


The bond issue would mean an av- 


erage tax increase of about $2 a year 
for a house with a $10,000 equalized 
assessed value, according to college 
officials. The largest increase would 
bo about $4.42 a year for a $10,000 
house in 1077 and would steadily de- 
clino until the bonds are paid off in 20 
years.

Organized opposition to the Harper 


referendum has not been apparent to 
Harper campaigners, although some 
potential voters express skepticism 
about tho issue. 


In Palatine, however, at least one 


person will bo actively urging a "no" 
vote Saturday, however. Edward 
Louis, 645 Wren, Palatine, a precinct 
captain for the Palatine Republican 
Party, said he plans to distribute fly- 
ers In his precinct next week urging 
voters to oppose the referendum be- 
cause the package would authorize 
funds to build on the second campus. 


Louis said he is printing 250 flyers 


at his own expense and that his action 
was not part of a wider anti-referen- 
dum effort. "Whenever an issue 
comes up I like to keep people in- 
formed about it," he said. 


College officials said that in cam- 


paign meetings, voters frequently ask 
questions about the college's enroll- 
ment projections which forecast a 
continuing increase in students. In ad- 
dition, voters frequently ask why the 
college needs a second campus when 
elementary and high schools which 
may close because of declining enroll- 
ments in those schools could provide 
space for college programs. 


College officials say they think their 


enrollment projections arc correct, 


even though the number of students in 
high school and elementary school are 
going down, because most Harper stu- 
dents are adults. The average student 
age at Harper is 27 and only 25 per 
cent of the student body is expected to 
come to the college directly from high 
school, they say. 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS take several 


different tacks in answering the ques- 
tion about why they can't use aban- 
doned elementary and high schools. 
"The message we are trying to get 
across is that high school facilities 
are not available. High School Dist. 
214 has said they will not be giving up 
any building for at least five years," 
said a college spokesman. 


In addition, he said, elementary and 


junior high schools which may close 
in the next few years probably will 
not be near the proposed second 
campus, the area where college fig- 
ures Indicate the greatest demand for 
the second campus. 


College officials also cite the ex- 


pense of converting space in ele- 
mentary schools to college use, par- 
t i c u 1 a r 1 y for college vocational 
courses as a roadblock to that solution 
to increased enrollments. "It is ex- 
pensive to convert buildings when you 
get into lab space," College Vice 
President Guenn Fischer said to a 
group recently. "Also when you rent 
space, it is difficult to plan on a long- 
term basis."

Suburban schools at turning point

Schools in the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years the schools of suburbia 


have been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in the Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days are over. 
Many Northwest suburban schools 


are now in the midst of a dramatic 
decline in enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much In the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Those 
communities that were settled first — 
Des Plaines, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are

periencing the largest drop in enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rote. 


THE DECLINE In enrollment spells 


trouble for school districts. It means a 
decrease in state aid, which is largely 
based on attendance. It means a peri- 


od of belt tightening in school budg- 
ets. It means fewer teaching jobs. It 
m e a n s that some neighborhood 
schools will be closed. 


Gregory School was closed to Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 students this fall. A 
five-year projection written by the 
Dist. 57 board and admistration last 
year shows a financial deficit of 
$479,000 by the 1977-78 school year 
brought on by plummeting enrollment 
figures. 


Last year's projection showed that 


enrollment in Dist. 57 would drop to 
2,135 students by the 1979-80 school 
year. This year enrollment dropped 6 
per cent to an enrollment of 2,893. The 
kindergarten enrollment this year, 284 
students, is a fraction of the size of 
the eighth grade class of 441 students. 


The possibility of closing Gregory 


School drew an outcry from parents. 
The scene may be repeated this year 
in Dist. 57. The board recently 
launched another study to determine 
whether it must close another school.

Suburban schools at turning point 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


Schools in the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years tho schools of suburbia 


havo been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in the Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days ore over. 
Many Northwest suburban schools 


arc now In the midst of a dramatic 
decline in enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much In the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Those 
communities that were settled first — 
Des Plalnes, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are now ex- 
periencing the largest drop In enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rate.

Teachers in Prospect Heights Dist. 


23 will decide Wednesday whether to 
accept the school board's latest salary 
offer or hold out for more money in 
1975-76 contract talks. 


When the two sides met last week, 


board members came to the table 
with a'$45,000 salary package increase 
while teachers asked for a $125,000 
salary package increase, said Vincent 
Battaglia, board negotiator.

"The basic thinking 
on numbers is that we would like to at 
least duplicate last year's settle- 
ment." 


Bates said an additional $106,500 


would maintain the present merit 
raise levels and provide the same 7 
per cent across-the-board raise for all 
teachers. 


"We are having a teachers' meeting 


Wednesday," Bates said. "We will 
make statements to them about the 
contract offer and see what they want 
to do," Bates added. 


THE NEXT negotiating session is 


scheduled for Oct. 14. 


Battaglia said that most all other 


issues arc tentatively settled. "Two 
very minor items" that remain to be 
settled besides salary are extra duty 
pay for sporting event duty and sup- 
ply allowances for teachers.

Frauds of all kinds arc common In 


tho Northwest suburbs, and Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's Con- 
sumer Protection Division is designed 
to protect the consumer, said Mary 
Runlon, an agent who takes com- 
plaints in Buffalo Grove. 


Mrs. Runion is stationed at the Buf- 


falo Grovo Village Hall, 50 Raupp 
Blvd., from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. Satur- 
days, and from 7 to 9 p.m. Mondays 
to hear complaints from residents liv-

Because of the me- 
chanics' strike, drivers have been tak- 
ing their cars Into service stations 
and auto repair shops instead of deal- 
ers. The results have not been good, 
Mrs. Runion said. 


"People complain they are unhap- 


py, because they arc quoted one price 
for the repair of their car and when 
they go to pick it up, the price is 
much higher than the original price 
quoted," Mrs. Runion said. 


Consumers also have been com- 


plaining about used car dealers and 


tho condition of cars being sold, she 
said. 


Another problem often handled by 


the Consumer Fraud Division is re- 
pairmen who present phony creden- 
tials to gain access to homes. 


"People are innocently taken in by 


con men pretending to be boiler re- 
pairmen or chimney repairmen," she 
said. 


THE ELDERLY ARE easy victims, 


Mrs. Runion said. They are told by 
con men that their boilers 
are 


cracked and ready to explode. The 
scare tactics usually result in a pur- 
chase of a new boiler whose price is 
jacked up substantially, she said. 


Persons are advised not to allow re- 


pairmen into their homes unless they 
check their credentials by calling the 
company's home office or by making 
sure they have filed with the police 
department to solicit in the area, she 
said. 


The Consumer 'Fraud Division han- 


dles complaints at a north Chicago of- 
fice where attorneys are available to 
review and act on complaints. If 
fraud is found to exist an attorney 
acts in behalf of tho consumer In cor- 
recting the matter, Mrs. Runion said. 


If a hearing is required because the 


consumer 
and 
respondent 
cannot 


solve the matter, the attorney acts as 
the hearing officer. 


MRS. RUNION suggests consumers 


follow these guidelines issued by the 
attorney general's office: 


• Do not sign a blank contract or 


one with blank spaces on it. The con- 
sumer must receive a copy of the 
completed contract. 


• Do not sign a contract unless it 


has been read and all parts arc under- 
stood. Generally, a person is legally 
bound by what the contract states, not 
what the salesman says. When In 
doubt, a lawyer should be consulted. 


• Do not accept an oral guarantee. 


Get a written guarantee and under- 
stand what it says and that it protects 
the buyer fully. 


• Do not be rushed Into buying any- 


thing in a "golden opportunity" or 
"last chance" situation. A consumer 
has a right to take his time, in- 
vestigate and to make up his mind 
carefully. 


• .Do not purchase goods or services 


In general from salesmen or mer- 
chants who have no local address or 
whose business address cannot be ver- 
ified. It is better to deal with local, 
reputable and established businesses 
in the community. 


• Do not borrow needlessly. Be cer- 


tain of the terms of the loan and 
whether household goods and furni- 
ture or other items are used as secur- 
ity. Consumers should be aware of 
what will occur if he Is unable to meet 
payments on time. 


• Do not be misled by the dealer 


who lures people Into his estab- 
lishment with an attractive advertise- 
ment of a standard brand item, and 
then tries to talk the customer into a 
higher priced, off-brand item. 


• Do not hesitate to Investigate be- 


fore buying. When in doubt, check 
with the Better Business Bureau in 
the area, the local Chamber of Com- 
merce or other community organiza- 


tions which work to protect con- 
sumers and legitimate businessmen.

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Residents work to improve Barrington Square image 


by TONI GINNETTI 


It is literally a community within a 


community, this place called Barring- 
ton Square. Acres of townhouses, a 
lake, its own recreational facilities 
and state-licensed preschool program 
— It is all there, tucked away near 
Higgins and Barrington roads in Hoff- 
man Estates. It Is a part of the vil- 
lage but yet different. 


To many, the difference lies in the 


development's history, one tainted by 
birth in scandal,-created through vil- 
lage votes "bought" by developers 
Kaufman and Broad Homes Inc. 


But that image Is not shared among 


the 1,500 residents of 'the complex. 
Those who have lived In Barrington 
Square since its opening in 1070 have 
worked to polish the tarnished name 


Getting involved in village affairs 


has been one avenue which they have 
used. Settling internal problems with 
K&B through the courts has been an- 
other. 


The latter method is nearly accom- 


plished, with the final details of an 
out-of-court settlement all but worked 
out. The other method, however, may 
require more work. 


SHIRLEY GIBBONS, one of Bar- 


rington Square's first residents, has 
been active in village affairs and in 
the Barrington Square Improvement 
Assn. But involving her follow resi- 
dents may be difficult, she said, be- 
cause the townhouse concept of life 
has Insulated Barrington Square from 
its village. 


"You have to give people a reason 


to vote, to get Involved," she said. 
"They get everything here (in the as- 


sociation). If they ho,ve a problem, 
they come here first." 


The attitude apparently has been 


spawned by the townhouse system, 
which creates an association among 
the homeowners to take care of such 
services as street cleaning, outside 
house maintenance, repairs, painting, 
landscaping, even mowing lawns. 


The association provides the ser- 


vices through a $32 per month mainte- 
nance fee each homeowner pays. With 
an annual budget of nearly $250,000, 
"You've created another government 
out here," Mrs. Gibbons said. 


A long-time member of the associ- 


ation board of directors and now coor- 
dinator of services, Mrs. Gibbons said 
most people do not understand the 
workings of a townhouse association. 


THE ASSOCIATION, charged with 


the responsibility of maintaining pri- 
vate streets, common grounds and 
some home maintenance, often be- 
comes the only "government" with 
which a resident deals. 


"Because we have an organization 


here, people think of that first," she 
said. "But all of it can't be blamed on 
K&B. It's all part of the townhouse 
idea," said Mrs. Gibbons. 


"The legislators are In part to 


blame because they said this concept 
would work, but somebody is obli- 
gated to do something," she said. 


The Barrington Square association 


board is made up of seven directors. 
Together with board committee mem- 
bers, they coordinate and provide for 
internal services.

Suburban schools at turning point 


by KATHER1NE BOYCE 


Schools In the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years the schools of suburbia 


have been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in the Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
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population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days are over. 
, 


Many Northwest suburban schools 


are now in the midst of a dramatic 
decline In enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much in the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Those 
communities that were settled first — 
Des Plaines, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are 
now ex- 


periencing the largest drop in enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rote. 


THE DECLINE in enrollment spells 


trouble for school districts It means a 
decrease in state aid, which is largely 
based on attendance. It means a peri- 
od of belt tightening in school budg- 
ets. It means fewer teaching jobs It 
m e a n s that some neighborhood 
schools will be closed. 


Gregory School was closed to Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 students this fall. A 
five-year projection written by the 
Dlst.

Harper vote drive begins final week

Campaigners for Harper College's 


$12 million bond referendum plan to 
contact at least 15,000 persons to ex- 
plain the issues in Saturday's vote. 


So far during the campaign, the col- 


lege has collected endorsements from 
t h e village boards of Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 
Officials in those communities have 
expressed the belief that the college's 
plans for a second campus in that 
area would benefit residents of their 
communities. 


In addition to $2,106,000 to purchase 


117 acres at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads for the second campus, the ref- 
erendum campaign contains $7,050,000 
for completion of building on the col- 
lege's Palatine campus and $2,885,500 
for building on the second campus. 


The bond Issue would mean an av- 


erage tax Increase of about $2 a year 
for a house with a $10,000 equalized 
assessed value, according to college 
officials. The largest Increase would 
be about $4.42 a year for a $10,000 
house in 1977 and would steadily de- 
cline until the bonds are paid off In 20 
years. 


AS PART OF the college campaign, 


volunteers are being organized to man 
telephone chains on election day 
which would remind voters to go to 
the polls. Marilyn Marler, an Arling- 
ton Heights resident and former mem- 
ber of the Harper board, has been or- 
ganizing volunteers. "People in my 


area have been very receptive to the 
idea of the second campus," Mrs. Ma- 
rler said. 


Organized opposition to the Harper 


referendum has not been apparent to 
Harper campaigners, although some 
potential voters express skepticism 
about the issue. 


In Palatine, however, at least one 


person will be actively urging a "no" 
vote Saturday? however. Edward 
Louis, 645 Wren, Palatine, a precinct 
captain for the Palatine Republican 
Party, said he plans to distribute fly- 
ers In his precinct next week urging 
voters to oppose the referendum be- 
cause the package would authorize 
funds to build on the second campus. 


Louis said he is printing 250 flyers 


at his own expense and that his action 
was not part of a wider anti-referen- 
dum effort. "Whenever an Issue 
comes up I like to keep people in- 
formed about it," he said. 


College officials said that in cam- 


paign meetings, voters frequently ask 
questions about the college's enroll- 
ment projections which forecast a 
continuing increase in students. In ad- 
dition, voters frequently ask why the 
college needs a second campus when 
elementary and high schools which 
may close because of declining enroll- 
ments In those schools could provide 
space for college programs. 


College officials say they think their 


enrollment projections are correct, 
even though the number of students in

well in the Winston Knolls subdivision. 


The well, built in 1972 and put into 


operation in 1974, has had problems in 
the past. The well pumps 1,000 gallons 
of water per minute when in use.

Tho bond Issue would mean an av- 


erage tax increase of about $2 a year 
for a houso with a $10,000 equalized 
assessed value, according to college 
officials. The largest increase would 
bo about $442 a year for a $10,000 
houso In 1077 and would steadily de- 
cline until the bonds arc paid off in 20 
years.

Suburban schools at turning point

Schools in the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years the schools of suburbia 


have been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in the Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days are over.

Many Northwest suburban schools 


are now In the midst of a dramatic 
decline in enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much in the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Thoso 
communities that were settled first — 
DCS Plaines, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are 
now ex- 


periencing the largest drop in-enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rate. 


THE DECLINE in enrollment spells 


trouble for school districts. It means a 
decrease in state aid, which is largely 
based on attendance. It means a peri- 


od of belt tightening in school budg- 
ets. It means fewer teaching jobs. It 
m e a n s that some neighborhood 
schools will be closed. 


Gregory School was closed to Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 students this fall. A 
five-year projection written by the 
Dist. 57 board and admistratlon last 
year shows a financial deficit of 
$479,000 by the 1977-78 school year 
brought on by plummeting enrollment 
figures. 


Last year's projection showed that

them to read the flyer and thanking 
them for their attention. 


Two teachers from Salk School, 3705 


Pheasant Dr., Rolling Meadows, said 
they had received a "very warm" re- 
sponse from shoppers at the Eagle Su- 
permarket, Central and Wllkc roads, 
Rolling Meadows. 


"TEACHERS DONT want to strtko 


at all, but It's still in the back of our 
minds," said one of tho Salk School 
teachers who declined to give her 
name. 


A teacher from 'Paddock School, 225 


W. Washington Ct., Palatine, had 
been passing out leaflets for more 
than four hours. As she talked to 
shoppers at Jewel Food Stare, 45 S. 
Plum Grove Road, she received many 
positive responses. 


"Tho majority have been very re- 


sponsive. They say 'good luck, we 
hope you get a contract'," she said, 
declining to give her name. 


Two teachers from Pleasant Hill 


School, 434 W. Illinois St., Palatine, 
kept a vigil In front of World-Wide Li- 
quors, 15 S. Brockway, Palatine. They 
both said district teachers arc reluc- 
tant to strike. 


"I think right now, striking would 


bo tho very last thing teachers would 
do.

The two Pleasant Hill teachers said 


the board's recent offer of a new 
$9,425 salary for beginning teachers 
with bachelor's degrees and no expe- 
rience was misleading when com- 
pared to other districts.

15 teachers would start with a 
high base salary, tho salary steps be- 
yond base go up more slowly than in 
other districts, they said. Beginning 
teachers in Dist. 15 are now paid a 
base salary of $9,000. 


THEY ALSO SAID teachers want 


smaller class sizes, maternity leave 
and seniority rights, greater freedom 
to vary teaching approaches and a 
workable grievance procedure. 


Chief teacher negotiator Maurice 


Sapoznlk said teachers were "truly 
upset" by the last contract session 
with the board Thursday. Four hun- 
dred teachers marched and rallied

its rural character over the years 
while other nearby areas were quickly 
"gobbled up" by hungry developers, 
she said.

Suburban schools at turning point 


by KATIIERINE BOYCE 


Schools in the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years the schools of suburbia 


have been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in tho Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days arc over. 
Many Northwest suburban schools 


are now in the midst of a dramatic 
decline in enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much in the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Those 
communities that were settled first — 
DCS Plaincs, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are 
now ex- 


periencing the largest drop in enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rate. 


THE DECLINE in enrollment spells 


trouble for school districts. It means a 
decrease in state aid, which is largely 
based on attendance. It means a peri- 


od of belt tightening in school budg- 
ets. It means fewer teaching jobs. It 
m e a n s that some neighborhood 
schools will be closed. 


Gregory School was closed to Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 students this fall. A 
five-year projection written by the 
Dist. 57 board and admistration last 
year shows a financial deficit of 
$479,000 by the 1977-78 school year 
brought on by plummeting enrollment 
figures. 


Last year's projection showed that 


enrollment in Dist. 57 would drop to 
2,135 students by the 1979-80 school 
year. This year enrollment dropped 6 
per cent to an enrollment of 2,893. The 
kindergarten enrollment this-year, 284 
students, is a fraction of the size of 
the eighth grade class of 441 students. 


The possibility of closing Gregory 


School drew on outcry from parents. 
The scene may be repeated this year 
in Dist. 57. The board 
recently 


launched another study to determine 
whether it must close another school.

Harper officials to get out the vote 


by WANDALYN RICE 


Campaigners for Harper College's 


$12 million bond referendum plan to 
contact at least 15,000 persons to ex- 
plain the Issues in Saturday's vote. 


So for during tho campaign, the col- 


lege has collected endorsements from 
t h e village boards of Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 
Officials In those communities have 
expressed the belief that the college's 
plans for a second campus in that 
area would benefit residents of their 
communities. 


In addition to $2,106,000 to purchase 


117 acres at Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads for the second campus, the ref- 
erendum campaign contains $7,050,000 
for completion of building on the col- 
lege's Palatine campus and $2,885,500 
for building on tho second campus. 


The bond issue would mean an av- 


erage tax increase of about S2 a year 
for a house with a $10,000 equalized 
assessed value, according to college 
officials. The largest Increase would 
bo about $4.42 a year for a $10,000 
house In 1077 and would steadily de- 
cline until tho bonds are paid off in 20 
years. 


AS PART OF the college campaign, 


volunteers ore being organized to man 
telephone chains on election day 
which would remind voters to go to 
the polls. Marilyn Marier, an Arling- 
ton Heights resident and former mem- 
ber of the Harper board, has been or- 


ganizing volunteers. "People in my 
area have been very receptive to tho 
idea of the second campus," Mrs. Ma- 
rier said. 


Organized opposition to the Harper 


referendum has not been apparent to 
Harper campaigners, although some 
potential voters express skepticism 
about the issue. 


In Palatine, however, at least one 


person will be actively urging a "no" 
vote Saturday, however. 
Edward 


Louis, 645 Wren, Palatine, a precinct 
captain for the Palatine Republican 
Party, said he plans to distribute fly- 
ers in his precinct next week urging 
voters to oppose the referendum be- 
cause the package would authorize 
funds to build on the second campus. 


Louis said he Is printing 250 flyers 


at his own expense and that his action 
was not part of a wider anti-referen- 
dum effort. "Whenever an issue 
comes up I like to keep people In- 
formed about it," he said. 


College officials said that in cam- 


paign meetings, voters frequently ask 
questions about tho college's enroll- 
ment projections which forecast a 
continuing increase in students. In ad- 
dition, voters frequently ask why the 
college needs a second campus when 
elementary and high schools which 
may close because of declining enroll- 
ments in those schools could provide 
space for college programs. 


College officials say they think their 


enrollment projections are correct- 
even though the number of students in 
high school and elementary school are 
going down, because most Harper stu- 
dents arc adults. The average student 
age at Harper is 27 and only 25 per 
cent of the student body is expected to 
come to the college directly from high 
school, they say. 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS take several 


different tacks in answering the ques- 
tion about why they can't use aban- 
doned elementary and high schools. 
"The message we are trying to get 
across is that high school facilities 
are not available. High School Dlst. 
214 has said they will not be giving up 
any building for at least five years," 
said a college spokesman. 


In addition, he said, elementary and 


junior high schools which may close 
in the next few years probably will 
not be near the proposed second 
campus, the area where college fig- 
ures indicate the greatest demand for 
tho second campus. 


College officials also cite the ex- 


pense of converting space in ele- 
mentary schools to college use, par- 
t i c u 1 a r 1 y for college vocational 
courses as a roadblock to that solution 
to increased enrollments. "It Is ex- 
pensive to convert buildings when you 
get into lab space," College Vice 
President Guerin Fischer said to a 
group recently. "Also when you rent 


space, it is difficult to plan on a long- 
term basis." 


Harper College officials plan to 


meet with various civic organizations 
this week to explain the issues.

Harper officials to get out the vote

Campaigners for Harper College's 


$12 million bond referendum plan to 
contact at least 15,000 persons to ex- 
plain the issues in Saturday's vote. 


So far during the campaign, the col- 


lege has collected endorsements from 
t h e village boards of Arlington 
Heights, Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 
Officials in those communities have 
expressed the belief that the college's 
plans for a second campus in that 
area would benefit residents of their 
communities. 


In addition to $2,106,000 to purchase 


117 acres at Palatine and Schoenbcck 
roads for the second campus, the ref- 
erendum campaign contains $7,050,000 
for completion of building on the col- 
lege's Palatine campus and $2,885,500 
for building on the second campus. 


The bond Issue would mean an av- 


erage tax increase of about $2 a year 
for a house with a $10,000 equalized 
assessed value, according to college 
officials. The largest increase would 
be about $4.42 a year for a $10,000 
house in 1977 and would steadily de- 
cline until the bonds arc paid off in 20 
years. 


AS PART OF the college campaign, 


volunteers are being organized lo man 
telephone chains on election day 
which would remind volcrs lo go lo 


Ihe polls. Marilyn Marier, an Arling- 
ton Heights resident and former mem- 
ber of the Harper board, has been or- 
ganizing volunteers. "People In my 
area have been very receptive to the 
idea of the second campus," Mrs. Ma- 
rier said. 


Organized opposition lo Ihe Harper 


referendum has not been apparent to 
Harper campaigners, although some 
potenlial voters express skepticism 
about the issue.

Plans for Ihe bcautificalion of park- 


ing lols near Ihe new Mount Prospect 
Village Hall include installation of un- 
derground electrical cables, exlenslve 
landscaping and the addition of a ga- 
zebo. 


Robert Bennett, chairman of the 


downtown commission, said the plan 
is winning general acceptance from 
merchants using the lots, although 
some minor problems still must be 
worked out.

Bennett said the figures discussed 


are only tentative, although some fi- 
nancial help from the merchants is 
expecled. 


"Quile obviously, we're going lo be 


looking for some money commllments 
from the merchants," Bennett said. 
"We haven't explored how that is go- 
ing to work out yet." 


Bennett said there also is some con- 


cern over the location of the gazebo in 
the parking lot area. The gazebo, 
which would be donated by the Mount 
Prospect Junior Women's Club, could 
be used for band concerts and other 
such gatherings. 


"There was some concern ex- 


pressed in that it might attract people 
after hours," Bennett said noting van- 
dalism problems. He said some people 
also wondered if "the center of the 
parking lot was the best place to have 
it." 


The matter will be discussed again

Suburban schools at turning point 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


Schools In the Northwest suburbs 


have reached a turning point. 


For years the schools of suburbia 


have been geared toward expansion. 
As the tentacles of population growth 
in the Chicago metropolitan area 
spread northwest more and more 
bright young faces appeared at the 
doors of local schools. The growth in 
population meant more state funds, 
bigger budgets, more teachers and 
new schools. 


Those days are over. 
Many Northwest suburban schools 


are now In the midst of a dramatic 
decline in enrollment, which is oc- 
curring much in the same fashion as 
the growth of a few years ago. Those 
communities that were settled first — 
Des Plaincs, Mount Prospect and Ar- 
lington Heights — are 
now ex- 


periencing the largest drop In enroll- 
ment. Newer communities, such as 
Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates, 
continue to grow but at a slower rate. 


THE DECLINE In enrollment spells 


trouble for school districts. It means a 
decrease in state aid, which Is largely 
based on attendance. It means a peri- 


od of belt tightening in school budg- 
ets. It means fewer teaching jobs. It 
m e a n s that some neighborhood 
schools will be closed. 


Gregory School was closed to Mount 


Prospect Dist. 57 students this fall. A 
five-year projection written by the 
Dist.. 57 board and admistration last 
year shows a financial deficit of 
$479,000 by the 1977-78 school year, 
brought on by plummeting enrollment 
figures. 


Last year's projection showed thai 


enrollment in Dist. 57 would drop to 
2,135 students by the 1979-80 school 
year. This year enrollment dropped 6 
per cent to an enrollment of 2,893. The 
kindergarten enrollment this year, 284 
students, is a fraction of the size of 
the eighth grade class of 441 students.

Vote near on District 23 contract

Teachers in Prospect Heights Dist. 


23 will decide Wednesday whether to 
accept the school board's latest salary 
offer or hold out for more money In 
1075-76 contract talks. 


When the two sides met last week, 


board members came to the table 
with a $45,000 salary package Increase 
while teachers asked for a $125,000 
salary package Increase, said Vincent 
Battaglia, board negotiator. During 
the meeting, board members agreed 
to meet teachers halfway at an $85,000 
salary package. Teachers caucused 


and said they would settle at $106,500, 
Battaglia said. 


"We had hoped to settle Thursday 


night," Battaglia said. "We said we 
would appreciate It if they would re- 
consider (their salary demands) be- 
cause that's about as far as we can 
go," he said. 


"THE TEACHERS generally feel 


there is some movement yet," said 
Kenneth Bates, spokesman for the 
union negotiators. "The basic thinking 
on numbers is that wo would like to at 
least duplicate last year's settle- 
ment." / 


Bates said an additional $106,500 


would maintain the present merit 
raise levels and provide the same 7 
per cent across-the-board raise for all 
teachers. 


"We are having a teachers' meeting 


Wednesday," Bates said. "We will 
make statements to them about the 
contract offer and see what they want 
to do," Bates added. 


THE NEXT negotiating session is 


scheduled for Oct. 14. 


Battaglia said that most all other 


issues ore tentatively settled. "Two 
very minor items" that remain to be 
settled besides salary arc extra duty 
pay for sporting event duty and sup- 
ply allowances for teachers. 


Last year, teachers accepted an 11.6 


per cent salary package increase, in- 
cluding a $106,500 monetary package 
for merit and across-the-board raises.

cause the package would authorize 
funds to build on the second campus. 


Louis said he is printing 250 flyers 


at his own expense and that his action 
was not part of a wider anti-referen- 
dum effort. "Whenever an Issue 
comes up I like to keep people in- 
formed about it," he said. 


College officials said that in cam- 


paign meetings, voters frequently ask 
questions about the college's enroll- 
ment projections which forecast a 
continuing increase in students. In ad- 
dition, voters frequently ask why the 
college needs a second campus when 
elementary and high schools which 
may close because of declining enroll- 
ments in those schools could provide 
space for college programs. 


College officials say they think their 


enrollment projections are correct, 
even though the number of students in 
high school and elementary school are 
going down, because most Harper stu- 
dents are adults. The average student 
age at Harper is 27 and only 25 per 
cent of the student body is expected to 
come to the college directly from high 
school, they say. 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS take several 


different tacks in answering the ques- 
tion about why they can't use aban- 
doned elementary and high schools. 
"The message we are trying to get 
across is that high school facilities 
arc not available. High School Dlst. 
214 has said they will not be giving up 
any building for at least five years," 
said a college spokesman. 


In addition, he said, elementary and 


junior high schools which may close 
In the next few years probably will 
not be near the proposed second 
campus, the area where college fig- 
ures indicate the greatest demand for 
the second campus. 


College officials also cite the ex- 


pense of converting space in ele- 
mentary schools to college use, par- 
t i c u l a r l y for college vocational 
courses as a roadblock to that solution 
to Increased enrollments. "It is ex- 
pensive to convert buildings when you 
get Into lab space," College Vice 


President Gucrin Fischer said to a 
group recently. "Also when you rent 
space, it is difficult to plan on a long- 
term basis." 


Harper College officials plan to
